CHILD DROWNED IN 
IRRIGATION DITCH 


Daughter Of John R. W. Wilson 
Victim In Tragedy Tuesday 
Morning At 5-Mile House 


The three 
daughter 


and one-half year old 
of Mr. and Mrs. John R. W. 
Wilson, of Camino Heights Orchard at 
the Five-Mie House, was drowned this 
morning in the big ditch. 

Her body was found shortly after 
noon by authorities who cut off the 
flow water and came upon the 
little body approximately one hundred 
feet below the point where the highway 
crosses the ditch near her home. 

Mrs. Wilson had started a search for 
the child when she heard a _ shriil 
scream at about 9:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing. When her own efforts failed of re-

|Sults she was joined by neighbors and 


notified Sheriff George M. Smith and 
District Attorney Henry S. Lyon, both 
of whom joined the hunt. When search 
of the vicinity failed to reveal any trace 
of the babe. officials arranged to shut 
off the water in the ditch and the re- 
ceding flow revealed the body. The 
child had been dead for several hours. 

Dr. D. W. Babcock was called and 
later the body was taken to Memory 
Chapel in care of Coroner A. J. 
Orelli. 

The family was terribly distraught 
by the tragedy, as may be imagined, 
and no statement of the circumstances 
leading up to the drowning was avail- 
able. It was presumed that the babe 
was playing alone and had wandered 
un-noticed to the brink of the ditch 
and fell in.
